The Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment will be entering 
the computer age soon and 
exploring ways of analyzing 
crime statistics by computer 
as the result of a 4 - 0 vote 
by the city council Monday, 
May 16. The two-part mo¬ 
tion adopted at last week’s 
council hearing requires that 
authorized police personnel 
enter the crime data on an 
“in-house” computer to keep 
police records confidential. 

The second part of the motion 
instructs the city staff to look 
into the possibility of working 
with the Criminology Department 
at the University of Maryland 
or others to develop experimental 
statistical computer programs to 
analyze police data. Any recom¬ 
mendations that the staff finally 
makes on the experimental pro¬ 
gram would be subject to appro¬ 
val by the council at a later date. 

The motion was something of 
a compromise to a proposal sub¬ 
mitted in January to the city 
council by Putens Associates and 
the Crime Prevention Committee. 
It was debated at a May 10 
council work session. Councilman 
Ed Putens abstained from the 
vote and all discussion of the 
subject to avoid possible con¬ 
flict of interest. 

The Putens Associates* plan 
called for criminology students 
at the University of Maryland to 
have access to police records and 
to enter selected information 
from the records on the Univer¬ 
sity’s computers. Students would 
then analyze the crime data for 
trends. According to the propos¬ 
al, the program would be free- 
of-charge to the city for one 
year, and if the city desired, 
could be continued on a paid ba¬ 
sis thereafter—using either the 
University’s or Putens Associ-

ates’ computers or those of some 
other firm. 

Debate at the May 10 work 
session was often heated as the 
four members of council—Putens 
did not attend — City Manager 
James K. Giese and Police Chief 
William T. Lane individually ex¬ 
pressed reservations about cer¬ 
tain aspects of the Putens Asso¬ 
ciates proposal. Members of the 
Crime Prevention Committee ex¬ 
pressed anger at the council 
members' seeming reluctance to 
embrace the plan. But the real 
disagreement was not with de¬ 
veloping a computer system to 
evaluate crime data but with the 
methods for developing the sys¬ 
tem which the Committee sug¬ 
gested. 

Giese told the committee that 
allowing student volunteers to 
have access to confidential police 
records was “non-negotiable” 
and that police department em¬ 
ployees would have to enter the 
information rather than the stu¬ 
dents. Using police employees to 
enter the data would also mean 
that the proposal was not “free- 
of-charge,” Giese said. 

Both Giese and Lane empha¬ 
sized that the Police Department 
is required by law to keep certain 
arrest information confidential— 
all juvenile records, for example. 
Names of victims and names of 
suspects are also kept confiden¬ 
tial on a discretionary basis to 
prevent undue embarrassment to 
the individuals involved. This is 
particularly true in domestic vio¬ 
lence cases, they said. 

The actual number of crimes 
reported last year in Greenbelt 
was relatively small, Giese said, 
and he questioned the ability of 
a computer to accurately reflect 
“trends” with only a few in¬ 
stances of a certain type of

of Putens Associates, the author 
of the proposal, pointed out that 
the city’s size is growing, the 
number of businesses is increas¬ 
ing and therefore the crime rate 
is likely to go up. Giese ac¬ 
knowledged that the use of a 

computer system in the future 

would be beneficial. 

Memo 

In a memorandum to the coun¬ 
cil before the work session, Giese 
suggested that police reports 

over a three-year period be used 
as the basis for the statistical 
analysis. Although no figures on 
Greenbelt’s crime rate were in¬ 
cluded in his memo, Giese did 
present a three-year breakdown 
of crime figures in the Public 

Safety section of the Fiscal Year 
1983-84 Budget he had submitted 
to the city council April 15. 

Over the last three years, po¬ 
lice officers filed 4,751 crime re¬ 
ports. In 1982 they filed 1,673, 
which was down from 1,725 filed 
in 1981. Most types of crimes re¬ 
ported decreased in Greenbelt in 
1982 over the previous year ex¬ 
cept for two major categories: 
there were 51 more larcenies and 
thefts in ’82 and 46 more vandal¬ 
isms reported. Larcenies (703 in 
*82), thefts and vandalisms (570 
in ’82) are the two largest cate¬ 
gories of crime in each of the last 
three years. The next largest 
category of crime in each of the 
three years is breaking and en¬ 
tering (166 in ’82, down from 179 
in ’81). One homicide was report¬ 
ed in 1982, and as there were 
none in 1981, it was an increase 
over the prior year. One homi¬ 
cide was also reported in 1980. 

In his memo to council, Giese 
pointed out several considera¬ 
tions in evaluating statistical 
crime data. “The first problem is 
that most crime is patternless—

Alternative Impression 

To the Editor: 

As a former resident of Spring- 
hill Lake, I read with interest the 
article on the development's 20th 
anniversary. It is true that 
Springhill Lake is extremely well 
maintained and efficiently man¬ 
aged—no small feat for a project 
consisting of some 3,000 units. 

However, I feel obliged to offer 
an alternative impression to the 
Utopian picture of life at Spring- 
hill Lake presented in the article. 
In the four years I lived there, I 
never experienced the sense of 
community described by some of 
the residents. In fact, when I first 
moved there and made friendly 
gestures to my neighbors, then 
reactions ranged from shock to 
paranoia. The transience of the 
population of Springhill Lake 
probably has a great deal to do 
with this. I would suspect that ir, 
such neighborhoods, people deal 
with transience either by banding 
together out of a need to rely on 
each other or by preventing 
themselves from getting close to 
each other because they assume 
their relationships in the commu¬ 
nity will not last very long. My 
sense is that the latter is oper¬ 
ating among Springhill Lake res¬ 
idents. 

Harmony is something else I 
did not experience at Springhill 
Lake. On the contrary, I lived 
among people who, for the most 
part, did as they pleased witxiout 
regard for their neighbors’ pri¬ 
vacy, security, and need for peace 
and quiet. When they were con¬ 
fronted with their lack of con 
sideration, their reaction too fre¬ 
quently tvas defensiveness or in¬ 
dignation, rather than a willing¬ 
ness to cooperate. 

I disagree that security is not 
a problem at Springhill Lake. My 
section and those nearby had 
what seemed to be more than 
their share of vandalism (of cars 
and apartments), rape, breaking 
and entering, and robbery. Just 
before I moved, some of my 
neighbors discovered someone liv¬ 
ing in the storage room of our 
building, someone who had broken 
into a number of storage bins 
and set up housekeeping there. 
His access to the building was 
made easy by the refusal of many 
of my neighbors to keep the door 
to the storage room locked. 

The writer of the article de¬ 
scribes Springhill Lake as a “lit¬ 
tle town” because it has many of 
the physical characteristics of 
one. However, any Greenbelter 
should know that it takes mors 
than schools, shopping centers, 
and gas stations to make a 
neighborhood a community. 

(Incidentally, I left Springhill 
Lake to move to downtown 
Washington, where I have found 
friendliness, quiet, and a sense 
of community that one would not 
expect to find in the center of a 
large city.)

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Council Looks at CARES, 
Administration Budgets

CARES Director Carol Leventhal and City Manager 
James K. Giese presented the Youth Services Bureau bud¬ 
get at the work session on May 17. Leventhal was particu¬ 
larly concerned about the deletion of a proposed 2.2 r 4- in¬ 
crease in grants to Youth Services Bureaus from the State 
Department of Juvenile Services. This is not the first time 
the Department has tried to cut grants to Youth Services 
Bureaus but it was the first time the move had been made 
after the state legislature had adjourned and the budget 
had already been passed. 


Giese explained, “It's not a 
significant loss ($1,250), I think 
Carol's concerned about the prin¬ 
ciple " Casimir R, Prybyl, Direc¬ 
tor of Finance and Administra¬ 
tive Services, also expressed con¬ 
cern about the methods used by 
the state Department of Juvenile 
Services. Councilman Ed Putens 
feared that this taking of money 
from Youth Services Bureaus was 
becoming a trend. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld suggested the matter 
be put on the agenda of a brief 
special meeting so that Council 
could inform area legislators and 
go on record against the cut. 

The CARES budget, itself, is 
much like previous years, ex¬ 
plained Giese. On the other hand, 
there will be significant changes 
in CARES. Dr, Leo Walder, who 
was instrumental in founding 
CARES, will not serve as a con¬ 
sultant next year. Walder has 
other plans for the coming year. 

In his place, Leventhal is con¬ 
sidering a system of using four 
competent professionals on a 
three-^month basis each. The ro¬ 
tating system would allow 
CARES to evaluate these consult¬ 
ants and provide a variety of 
fresh ideas, explained Leventhal. 

Leventhal would like to put one 
part-time, employee, who has 
been with CARES four years, on 
a classified basis. The change 
would mean the employee wouid 
receive fringe benefits. Giese said 
money is available for the added 
expense. Several council members 
found the request reasonable. 

Council also heard from Pat 
Henry of Washington EAR. The 
organization is a radio reading 
and information service for the 
blind and handicapped. For sev¬ 
eral years, Greenbelt has given 
a contribution to Washington 
EAR. The group is asking for 
$500, the same amount as last 
year. Giese noted that Greenbelt 
seems to be the only municipality 
in Prince Georges or Montgomery 
County which supports the pro¬ 
gram. “I'm proud of that," re¬ 
plied Putens. 

Administration 

During the evening, council re¬ 
viewed the general government 
account. The account for city 
council is much the same as be¬ 
fore. However, Giese did pose the 
question of increases in council 
salaries. At present the Mayor 
receives $3,400 a year and coun¬ 
cil members receive $3,000 each. 
Salaries were last increased two 
years ago and have been increas¬ 
ed two or three times in the last 
12 years, generally by $500 each 
time. 

Since this is an election year, 
the election account is consider¬ 
ably more than last year’s. The 
account proposes $175 (the cur¬ 
rent rate paid by Prince Georges 
County) for election workers, A 
resolution will be required if the 
new compensation rate is ap¬ 
proved. 

Except for one addition, the 
administration account is much 
the same as last year’s. This ac¬ 
count provides for the City Man¬ 
ager's and City Clerk's office. 
Giese is proposing to subscribe 
to Public Technology, Inc. (PTI) 
for the first time. PTI is 
strehgther\ipg„' 


small governments and could 
provide technical assistance and 
discounted purchases of such 
items as computer technology. 
Weidenfeld felt the fee would 
more than pay for itself in the 
savings on consultants' fees. 

A significant project in the 
legal council account is the re¬ 
codification of the city code. 

Now out of print, the city code 
was last published 12 years ago 
It is proposed that the new code 
be annotated to relevant Mary¬ 
land laws. The project would take 
about a year and would be 
charged to two fiscal years. 

The community promotion ac¬ 
count sets aside funds to provide 
information to citizens and rec¬ 
ognize city employees and advis¬ 
ory boards. As last year, money 
has been designated for an an¬ 
ticipated fiftieth anniversary cel¬ 
ebration for the city. Funds 
equal to expected cable TV fran¬ 
chise revenues are also provided 
for public information program - 
ming—for example, hiring part- 
time people to operate cameras 
for the telecast of such events as 
public hearings. 

Revenues 

Council also examined revenues 
to see how all these city servi ces 
would be funded. Revenues come 
from real and personal property 
taxes, penalties and interest, ad¬ 
missions and amusement taxes, 
licenses and permits, revenues 
from other governmental agen¬ 
cies, service charges, fines and 
forfeitures, interest and divi¬ 
dends, rent and concessions and 
sale of recyclable materials. Rev¬ 
enues from admissions and 
amusements and personal prop¬ 
erty taxes are increasing. How¬ 
ever, Giese had the bad news 
that $60,000 too much had been 
estimated for revenues from or¬ 
dinary business corporations be¬ 
cause the personal property the 
General Electric Company has in 
Greenbelt is not as much as first 
thought. 

Finally, Giese noted that, ex¬ 
cept for North End School, the 
city budget is balanced without 
a tax increase. 


Improving the Pool and Purchasing a Bus 
Are Major Topics at Parks Dept. Hearing

Renovations and improve¬ 
ments to the city pool and 
the purchase of a van/bus 
were the items which gener¬ 
ated the most discussion at 
the May 3 hearing on the 
budget for the Greenbelt 
Recreation and Parks De¬ 
partment. In his opening re¬ 
marks, City Manager Jim 
Giese said that this year’s 
program contained no major 
shifts but represented a con¬ 
tinuation of many of the 
same activities for the pro¬ 
vision of “leisure time op¬ 
portunities to enrich individ¬ 
ual and family experiences.” 
He and Recreation Director 
Hank Irving answered ques¬ 
tions from mayor Gil Wei¬ 
denfeld and city council 
members Tom White, Bob 
Zugby and Ed Putens. 
(Councilman Richard Pilski 
was not present.) Also at the 
meeting were members of 
the Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board. 

Some of the major items in 
this year’s $681,600 budget are 
reconstruction of four tennis 
courts at Braden Field* ($80,000), 
a variety of improvements to 
parks, including new lights for 
Braden Field ($45,200), improve ¬ 
ment and beautification of ihe 
entrance to Buddy Attick Park 
($15,000) and widening and im¬ 
proving the access to the North¬ 
way Athletic Field ($6,200). Also 
planned are a picnic shelter for 
Greenbelt Park, a multipurpose 
play court at Springhill Lake 
Park, and replacement of the 
Youth Center gym windows. 

For the municipal pool, this 
budget proposes the purchase of 
a tot dock, a removable structure 
to be placed in the shallow end 
of the pool, and used when pro¬ 
viding swimming instruction to 
children unable to stand on the 
pool floor and for therapeutic 
exercise by handicapped persons. 
Already two therapeutic standing 
ladders have been installed to 
provide easier access for the el¬ 
derly or those with handicaps. Up 
for discussion was the long-term 
need for pool renovation, includ¬ 
ing construction or major reno¬ 
vation of the bathhouse. A lower 
priority among proposed (but 
not funded) capital improvements 
is the installation of a turning

Van/bus 

Irving and Anne Moltz, recre¬ 
ation assistants, spoke in favor 
of the purchase of a van/bus to 
provide services and transporta¬ 
tion to events which now cannot 
be provided or can only be pro¬ 
vided at a prohibitive cost. Moltz 
thought that the van would be 
rnns* useful in providing trans¬ 
portation to a variety of sight¬ 
seeing, recreational and sports 
events for all ages of partici¬ 
pants. Both Irving and Anne saw 
the bus used for a variety of 
programs not only in the Recrea¬ 
tion Department but in “other city 
activities and predicted that the 
cost would be recovered through 
charges for events. Giese was 
less certain that the van/bus 
would be self-supporting. Most 
council members seemed in favor 
and agreed that it would also he 
discussed at the upcoming public 


hearing on transportation. Cost 
for the vehicle ranged from 
$15,000 for a used van to $24,000 
for a new one which would carry 
from 24-26 passengers, the mini¬ 
mum for economical group trips. 

In addition to the review of 
proposed expenditures, the bud¬ 
get hearing provided an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss major program 
initiatives for the next year. 
These range from recreation pro¬ 
gramming on cable TV, to devel¬ 
opment of a guide to recreation 
activities, to promotion of the 
new adult exercises for lunch 
program. 

The Recreation Department is 
also exploring ways to offer 
classes in locations throughout 
the community and to co-sponsor 
high-adventure programs such as 
white water rafting and canoe¬ 
ing. There are also plans to ex¬ 
pand “Arts in the Parks" pro¬ 
gram with added outdoor events 
such as artists shows, craft dem¬ 
onstrations, workshops and per¬ 
formances. A challenge for the 
department is to plan for the 
use of the North End School as a 
multi-purpose community center, 
when and if the city acquires 
that building.

probably more than 75 %. This is 
because much of the crime com¬ 
mitted is done without planning. 
An opportunity presents itself 
and the perpetrator takes advan¬ 
tage of the situation. Or it is the 
result of emotional and confront¬ 
ational situations as is the case 
with most acts of assault and 
battery or murder,” Giese wrote. 
The unpatterned crime statistics 
can confuse the analysis of pat¬ 
terned crime. 

“The second problem is thai. 
much patterned crime takes 
place in multiple jurisdictions... 
The criminal moves with far 
greater ease between police jur¬ 
isdictions than data does,” Giese 
continued. 

Despite the reservations he ex¬ 
pressed in his memo to council, 
and during the work session it¬ 
self, Giese had completed consid¬ 
erable research about the types 
of computer systems available 
and what other municipal police 
departments were doing about 
analyzing crime figures. He also 
set forth in the 1983-84 City 
Budget a “special objective” for 
the new fiscal year of finding a 
suitable computer system for the 
police department to increase 
record-keeping efficiency.

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Road Improvements Occupy Council

Half of the agenda of the Monday, May 2, city council 
meeting concerned road improvements. Council considered 
improvements to two sections of Ridge Road — between 
Garden way and Eastwav and between South way and West¬ 
way ; considered purchasing equipment to mark cross walks, 
center lines and other traffic lines on city streets; and re¬ 
ceived copies of bids from various concrete contractors for 
curb, gutter and sidewalk work. 


Work on the improvements to 
Ridge Road began on the sec¬ 
tion between Garden way and 
Eastway. Councilman Thomas 
White expressed strong concern 
about the placement of the pave¬ 
ment and sidewalk "so the old 
and valuable trees” along the 
roadway “are not jeopardized.” 
"Every effort should be made so 
the final process preserves the 
life of those trees,” he said. City 
Manager James Giese indicated 
he would notify the contractor of 
the need to be especially careful 
to save the trees. 

The City Council resolved a 
minor curbing issue by agreeing 
to Giese's recommendation to use 
the standard vertical faced curb 
used throughout the county. The 
Advisory Planning Board had 
suggested in an April 18 report 
that rolled curbs be used on this 
section of the roadway as they 
are "more in keeping with the 
nature of Greenbelt.” Giese, in a 
lengthy memorandum to council 
on the subject, disagreed. He cit¬ 
ed the history of the use of rolled 
curbs and the practical reasons 
for their eventual replacement 
by the vertical faced or square 
curb. In the statement he said, 
"In my opinion neither the rolled 
curb nor the vertical faced curb 
is in keeping with the original 
character of Greenbelt. . . 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld comment¬ 
ed, "There is always a balancing 
between practicality and aesthet- 


In the same report, Giese in¬ 
formed the council that left-over 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds from Eastway to 
Southway improvements to Ridge 
Rd. could be used to extend the 
improvements from Southway to 
Westway. The addition of curbs, 
gutters and improved shoulders 
would be similar to work already 
underway on the other sections 
of Ridge Rd. The council unani¬ 
mously directed Giese to request 
the county to okay the transfer of 
the funds from the one project 
to the other. Giese estimates the 
surplus from the Eastway to 
Southway project will be $31,000. 

Councilman Bob Zugby intro¬ 
duced a resolution to purchase 
street paving marking equipment. 

Negotiated Purchase 

The marking equipment is a 
new innovation by the 3-M Com¬ 
pany. The machines apply a plas¬ 
tic line which lasts longer and 
takes less time to put down than 
a painted line. The total cost of 
the equipment is $6,726.80, $6,700 
of which would be given to the 
city by the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration in a Highway Safety 
Grant. The resolution will be vot¬ 
ed on at a future meeting. 

Twelve sealed bids from vari¬ 
ous concrete contractors for curb, 
gutter and sidewalk work in the 
city were opened in l he council 
chamber on Thursday, April 21, 
and presented to the council at 
the Monday night meeting. The

Por¬ 
tions of the Washington Post, 
USA Today and the New York 
Times are read each day, Ann 
Landers, Jack Anderson and the 
horoscope are always read. There 
are special programs for the 
funnies, tax and shopping infor¬ 
mation, books and magazines, A 
new service provides audio de- 

ances from Arena Stage, Ken¬ 
nedy Center and some PBS televi¬ 
sion programs. Audio description 
tells the visually impaired 
(through tiny FM receivers) 
what is happening on stage dur¬ 
ing pauses in the dialogue. 

Washington EAR has over 200C 
listeners. It is credited with pull¬ 
ing many impaired listeners back 
into the mainstream.

Only a small group of interested citizens attended the 
meeting on gypsy moths at the City Council Chambers on 
the evening of April 5. Dennis Doornekamp, the city’s 
Park Superintendent, and Kevin Brown, landscape techni¬ 
cian at the University of Maryland Physical Plant, gave a 
talk and a slide and film presentation on the life-cycle and 
activities of the gypsy moth. Though no signs of the moth 
have yet been found in the city, citizens are advised to 
know what to look for in order to arrest the spread of this 
pest. The gypsy moth has been found as close as College 
Park, so it is likely that its arrival here is imminent. 

Life Cycle highly destructive to the tree 

The life cycle of the gypsy population of an area. Entire 
moth begins with the laying of sections of forest land can be lost 


the egg mass by the female in 
June through August. These egg 
masses containing 75-1000 eggs 
each, are yellowish-white in color 
and are covered with a furry 
layer. The eggs hatch in April 
and early May of the following 
year, and the larvae (caterpil¬ 
lars) then begin defoliating 
trees. Male caterpillars go 
through five instars (stages or 
moults), females through six. 
These stages last 4-10 days each. 
Gypsy moth caterpillars can be 
easily recognized during the sec¬ 
ond and following instars by the 
four pairs of blue dots on their 
backs found toward the head, 
followed by six pairs of red dots. 
They also have narrow yellow 
stripes down their backs and are 
hairy. 

During June and July the cat¬ 
erpillars undergo pupation, which 
lasts two weeks. After this pe¬ 
riod the moths emerge from 
their cocoons: the female is large, 
mainly white, and flightless; the 
male is smaller gray and brown, 
and can fly. 

Gypsy moth larvae can be 


as a result of their ravenous ap¬ 
petites. In areas of high infesta¬ 
tion these caterpillars have been 
known to cover roads and houses. 
Egg masses are capable of stain¬ 
ing the siding of houses on which 
they have been deposited. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars will 
eat 500-600 kinds of plants but 
prefer certain ones to others. 
Preferred trees and bushes are: 
oak, alder, apple, gray and white 
birches, box elder hawthorn, 
larch, linden, mountain ash, Lom¬ 
bardy poplar, roses, blue spruce, 
sumac, and willow. The larger 
larvae particulary like beech, red 
cedar, chestnut, hemlock, plum, 
pine, and spruce. Trees usually 
avoided are black and yellow 
birches, cherry, cottonwood, elm, 
maple, pear, black gum, hickory, 
sassafras, native mountain laur¬ 
el, rhododendron, and holly. 
Shade trees, particulary oaks, are 
most susceptible to damage. De¬ 
ciduous trees defoliated 60% or 
more are in danger of permanent 
damage. Conifers which have lost 
the majority of their needles to 
caterpillars do not recover. 


How to Identify 

Citizens can spot gypsy moth 
presence and activity through 
several means. Egg masses are 
often found on tree trunks at 
eye level or in sheltered spots. 
They can be scraped off and dis¬ 
posed of through incineration or 
by placing them in oil or gaso¬ 
line. Firewood and Pennsylvan¬ 
ia Christmas trees should be 
checked, since they can also har¬ 
bor egg masses. Campers com¬ 
ing from infested areas should 
inspect their trailer and gear 
for traces of the moth. Leaf 
loss is an indication of the pos¬ 
sible presence of larvae. A piece 
of burlap tied loosely around the 
entire circumference of a tree at 
eye level helps to monitor the 
population in a given area, as 
will gypsy moth traps. Anyone 
who spots gypsy moth egg mas¬ 
ses or catepillars is asked to 
contact the County Extension 
Agent at 952-3312. 

Control Methods 

A product called “Tanglefoot” 
applied around a tree trunk helps 
control damage by preventing 
caterpillars from reaching the 
leaves according to Brown. Pe¬ 
troleum jelly or any similar pro¬ 
duct should not be used in lieu 
of “Tanglefoot”, as it will cause 
tree canker. Metal bands around 
tree trunks are ineffective deter¬ 
rents. 

Residents, Brown noted, can 
also stop caterpillars from in¬ 
flicting further damage to their 
shrubs and smaller trees by 
spraying with pesticides. Bacil¬ 
lus Thuringiensis <BT), which 
goes by the trade name Thuri- 
cide, is an effective (though ex¬ 


pensive) biological pesticide if 
used during the first three in- 
stars. It takes seven to ten 
days to work. Sevin works more 
quickly and is less expensive, but 
is toxic to bees. Orthene is ef¬ 
fective and is non-toxic to bees, 
but has a very unpleasant odor. 

The city will probably spray 
affected trees in public areas 
should there be an infestation, 
but no definite strategy has been 
planned. GHI has also not dis¬ 
cussed a course of action. The 
State will most likely do aerial 
spraying of BT if there are suffi¬ 
cient funds.
